The police worked hard today try­ 
ing to enforce the vehicle ordinance 
and it was with g reat difficu lty that 
many people were made to u nder­ 
stand the provisions. One policeman 
was kept bu sy at the corner of Main 
and Second Streets instru cting the 
drivers and g iving directions for the 
traffic. 
The onlookers had consid­ 
erable amu sement at the expense of 
the officers who hailed every vehicle 
attempting to g o to the left, or in 
making a tu rn wou ld cu t the corner 
instead of g oing to the center of the 
street. 
The police desire the pu blic 
to g et acq u ainted with the ordinance 
as soon as possible for it will avoid 
confu sion and possibly several ar­ 
rests. 
The work of the police was made 
more difficu lt becau se of the heavy 
Satu rday traffic.

The new Castle Daily Cou rier and 
a nu mber of other newspapers over 
this section of the State have taken 
an active stand ag ainst the plan of 
the State fish and g ame commission­ 
er 
to 
issu e 
permits 
to seine, in 
many cases, favored parties, to seine 
the streams to “remove carp, q u ill- 
baeks and other fish destru ctive to 
the propag ation of bass.” 
It has 
been said that this plan will prove to 
be a failu re sooner or later on ac­ 
cou nt of its impractibility. 
Under the present system, the fish 
and g ame department has to depend 
on the honesty of the men with the 
seining permits. 
In many instances 
they will act fairly and will not take 
only those fish which the law allows. 
This is the class of men who wou ld 
not violate the old fish laws in reg ard 
to seining . Ag ain there is a class of 
men who will g et permits and who 
will not obey the law. 
They are the 
class who also disobeyed the old fish 
laws. 
The only difference between 
the old law and the new Laws is that, 
u nder the present system, men are 
g iven the rig ht to have in their pos­ 
session seines with which to violate 
the law, whi|e in the other case they 
were not allowed to have seines. 
A permit has been issu ed to Dr. 
Frank Sparks and last nig ht was the 
occasion of the first seining party for 
Ru shville 
citizens 
since 
the 
new 
reg im&Jicg an. A larg e crowd of men 
with a seventy-foot seine repaired to 
the headg ates, where they su cceeded 
in drag g ing in a very larg e q u anitv 
of fish. In the party were some men 
who wou ld save the bass bu t 
they 
were forbidden by Dr. Sparks and or­ 
dered to throw all of the 
ba s s and 
other fish which are not to be eaten, 
back into the river. 
Georg e \Y. Miles, state 
fish 
and 
g ame commissioner, has 
issu ed 
a 
nu mber of commissions to men in va­ 
riou s parts of the state, g iving them 
au thority to represent his department 
in an official capacity and the rig ht 
to u se seins to« relieve the streams of 
car}> 
and 
other 
u ndesirable 
fish. 
Abou t 200 of these commissions have' 
been issu ed, and Mr Miles said yes­ 
terday he is depending u pon the hon­ 
or of the men to whom they are g iven 
to replace all bass and other g ame 
fish in this streams, as they

A nu mber of fishermen have

Erie, Pa., July 1.—A train with 
abo ut 250 passengers abo ard was held 
up in a deep cut o f the Philadelphia & 
Erie railway, five miles so utheast o f 
here at 9:28 o 'clo ck last night, by six 
men. 
It was go ing abo ut thirty miles 
an ho ur thro ugh the cut when the en­ 
gineer caught sight o f an o bstructio n 
o n the tracks. 
He set the emergency 
brakes, reversed and came to a sto p 
just in time to save the lo co mo tive 
ramming into a pile o f cro ss-ties that 
had been secured to the track. 
As the train came to a sto p a bullet 
crashed thro ugh the glass o f the cab 
windo w. 
Mo re shirts fo llo wed. 
The 
engineer ducked belo w the shelter 
of 
the cab. but 
the bandits o rdered him 
to climb o ut. 
As he to uched the 
gro und o ne o f them grappled with 
him. They struggled fo r a while until 
ano ther o f the ro bbers hit th e engi­ 
neer o ver the Head with the butt o f a 
pisto l. 
The engineer ro lled do wn the 
side o f the em bankm ent and lay 
there. 
M eanwhile the ex press m essenger and 
the m ail clerks, who were arm ed, 
o pened fire o n the ho ld-up men. 
Fo r 
five m inutes there was a fusillade 
The m essenger, co nducto r and o ne o f 
the mail clerks w ere hit by bullets, 
each in the leg, but they m anaged to 
hit two o f the bandits befo re they go t 
o ut o f the fight. 
The passengers hes­ 
itated fo r a while, until they saw* w hat 
a go o d fight the train crew w ere m ak­ 
ing. 
Then so m e o f the men fo lk who 
had pisto ls jo ined 
in the defense. 
They banged aw*ay at the highw aym en 
and co m pleted the Jo b th a t th e train ­ 
men had started. 
In a few m inutes 
the ro bbers vrere driven away. 
They 
disappeared in the darkness and scat­ 
tered o ver the co untry.
